Associated Press dispatch: ^ 


"LITTLE ROCK — (fl') — Highway 


Director James It. Khyiic said Sat- 
urday that all of approximately 4 
million dollars worth ot state high- 
way work contracted for during the 
past 12 months would be completed 
by spring. 


"Ot this sum, ^887,814 is being 


spent nit U. S. highway 82 in south 
Arkunsns on separate stretches of 
road between Stamps and Montrosc. 
This is the largest sum being spent 
on any single route and marks a 
major step in giving Hint portion of 
the state a modern highway system, 
Khync said." 


Unquestionably No. 82 is a road de 


serving all the money that is now 
being spent on it—but it has no 
greater claim than No. 29 running 
from the Louisiana line to Hope, and 
No. 4 north from here to Nashville. 


The territory east of Red river has 


been but modestly served whenever 
highway funds were dished out. 


The Hope territory's one great road 


project in the last decade has been 
No. 67, apparently charged up to us 
as a local road although H is actual- 
ly the greatest single money-maker 
in the whole system of gasoline-tax 
supported trunk highways. 


Furthermore, No. 67 remains the 


only federally-designated highway 
in the Hope territory, notwithstand. 
ing the fact that paved state No. 29 
actually carries important tourist 
traffic from south Texas through 
Shreveport to the junction here with 
No. G7. 


Hope should join hands with towns 


south anct north of it and approach 
Shreveport officials for joint action 
to obtain federal designation o£ Nos. 
29 and 4. That is our first move—for 
until then we would be handicapped 
by having to ask that the state build 
a road without federal aid.

Sale Certificate 


on Cotton Is Vital 


R e c e i p t Must Be Filed 


With County Agent's 


Office at Once 


Instructions have been issued that 


cotton producers who wish to share in 
the benefit payments on this year's 
crop must file their sales certificates or 
receipts at the county agent's office. 
These receipts must cover all cotton 
sold from the 19.')7 crop, and show the 
date o£ sale; name, and address ot pro- 
ducer; number and gross weight of 
bales; and signature and address of the 
buyer, according to C. M. Lamkin, as- 
sistant Hcmpslcad county agent. 


If the cotton has been sold, these 


sales- certificates are receipts must be 
filed in this office not later than Sep- 
tember 30, 1937. On cotton sold after 
September 15, receipts must be filed 
not later than 15 clays after date of 
stile. 
1C cotlon is sold in the seed, the 


receipts must show the number of 
pounds of seed cotton and the number 
of pounds expressed in terms of lint 
cotton. Receipts for lint cotton sokl 
for less than a bale must show the 
pounds of lint. 


Evidences of sales of cotton may be 


mailed to the county agent or deliver- 
ed in person. 


We have been advised that payments 


may be made on C5 per cent of the 
grower's I!).'i7 base production, provid- 
ed the cotton is .sold prior to July 1, 
1938. 
If funds remain from the appro- 


priation the officials said that a pay- 
ment will be made on a larger percent- 
aye of the base. Payments will be 
made on the diference between 12c a 
pound and the price of cotton on the 
ten-spot markets on the date of .sale.

ABOUT TAXES, John T. Flynn, 
nctcil uuthor-ccoiiomlst, outlines 
a progrrni of tax revision that 
would make everyone tax con- 
scious.

NEW YORK—There are direct ways 


to eliminate most of the injustices 
and to correct the general evils of our 
present tax system. 


So far as the state and local taxes 


are concerned, the job belongs to so 
great a number of taxing authorities 
and the problem is so various that 
there is no use trying to discuss it 
here. 
But the federal government 


would be pble to do something about it 
without delay. 


When congress assembles, it could 


have before it no more important or 
pressing subject than taxes. The ad- 
ministration, therefore, well might be 
ready with some comprehensive pro_ 
posals and a tax bill that is not written 
in ridiculous haste. 


First of all we have got to make up 


our minds that we must raise the mon- 
ey to pay our bills by taxes and not by 
half taxes and borrowing. It is to be 
hoped that a first class, man's sized 
rebellion in congress against further 
government borrowing will mark the 
new year. What we spend is a matter 
to be settled with a full understanding 
of all the vast social obligations of 
the government. But what we spend 
.should raise by taxes and make an 
end of the dangerous but easy policy 
of borrowing at the banks—a policy 
which has loaded us with a debt of 37 
billions. 


Hidden Taxes 


In the next place the federal gov- 


ernment should put an end to all hid- 
den taxes. This would mean abolish- 
ing existing liquor and tobacco and 
cosmetic and other commodity taxes. 


There may be certain commodity 


taxes which are defensible Cor social or 
administrative reasons. For instance 
some liquor taxes might be permitted 
to defray the cost of supervising liquor 
production and, perhaps, to pay part 
of the expenses which flow from dis- 
orders attributable to liquor. But this 
would be a small sum beside the half a 
billion now collected. 


Gasoline taxes might be tolerated in 


so far ts the sums collected are used 
for roadbuilding and maintenance, but 
for no other purpose. There is no 
reason under heaven why a man 
should pay taxes for education or for 
relief or any other governmental pur- 
pose, merely because he owns an au- 
tomobile or runs one in connection 
with his business. 


Income Tax 


There is some excuse for states and 


localities resorting to commodity and 
sales taxes because their sources of 
taxes are limited. States soon find 
that if they vise income and business 
taxes, taxpayers and industries move to 
other states. But the federal govern- 
ment is subject to no such handicaps. 


However where, for any reason, 


commodity taxes are imposed, they 
should be imposed at the retail out- 
let and collected separately and not 
included in the purchase price, so that 
the taxpayer knows precisely what he 
is paying. 


Thus, instead of easing ?48 out of a 


man because he smokes cigarettes and 
drinks a couple of glasses of beer a 
day, the ?48 would be levied against 
his income and paid by him directly to 
a government agent and not to a tax- 
ern-keeper, cigar, gvovery or depart- 
ment store. 


Senator LaFollette has for several 


years at every session demanded the 
end of these hidden taxes and resort to 
an open, visible income tax on every 
citizen, no matter how small his in- 
come. This should be adopted. And 
along with this should go a reduction 
in the exemptions. 


Exempt Bonds Deplored 


Next, steps should be taken at once 


to bring to an end the vicious system 
of tax-exempt bonds. Billions of dol- 
lars of property each year thus escape 
taxes. 


Along with (his should go immediate 


steps to extend to all public officials 
the same tax rates that other citizens 
pay. 


There are many reforms needed in 


our corporation taxes, in our inher- 
itance and excess-profits taxes. But 
these we need not boter about here. 
The one great point I am trying to 
bring out is that, in our effort to run 
away from taxes, to escape facing 
taxes squarely, we have run into two 
terrible fiscal evils—government bor-

THERE is, for instance, the report of an eastern college after

Artificial Extract Used to Control the Functions 


of the Thyroid Gland 


This Is the 16th of a scries of 20 


articles by Dr. Fishbein in which 
he discusses the glands of the hu- 
man body and their functions.

Because of the relationship of the 


thyroid to other glands, extracts of the 
thyroid have been prepared in pure 
form and .are used in the treatment of 
many-different diseases. 


If a person who has developed the 


condition called myxedema, which is 
the result of lack of thyroid extract, is 
given some of the artificial extract, he 
begins to feel better immediately. 


In a few days he becomes warmer 


and less sleepy; his thoughts, his 
speech and his muscle movements be- 
come more rapid; fluid begins to dis- 
appear from his body due to the action 
of the thyroad on the kidneys; the skin 
is stimulated to grow'h and peeling 
takes place; the hair loses its thick, 
coarse texture and grows faster. 


There is nothing more dramatic in 


medicine than the effects of thyroid 
extract given to a myoxdematous 
dwarf or a cretin. In case of over- 
weight due to lack of thfroirj .secre- 
tion, the results are equally striking. 


In many of these cases the fat begins 


to increase considerably immediately 
after childbirth and tht fat accumulates 
particularly on the hips, 
buttocks, 


thighs and breasts. 


It is iiecessary in every instance to 


make certain that the overweight is 


definitely of the thyroid type. The 
administration of extra thyroid for the 
control of overweight not of that type 
may produce symptoms of extra thy- 
roid action which are far more serious 
than the overweight itself. In such 
cases, the rapidity of the heart, the 
nervousness, irritability, warmth and 
sweating are indications and warnings 
of the danger. 


In certain skin diseases with severe 


dryness of the skin, thyroid extract is 
sometimes used to advantage, and it is 
frequently given to pregnant women 
in order to supply the extra material 
that they need at this time. 


The disease mostly definitely relat- 


ed to the thyroid gland, beyond the 
signs of its overactivity or underactiv- 
ity, is the condition called goiter. Goit- 
ors are of two main types—the simple 
enlargement which is associated with 
excessive action. 


Whenever the tyroid gland is insuf- 


ficient to supply enough thyroid secre- 
tion to vhe human body, it enlarges. 
Sometimes this enlargement occurs be- 
cause the body is getting an insuffi- 
cient amount of of iodine; in other in- 


.- lances, it occurs because the gland it- 
.self is insufficient.

In forthright, vitriolic vein, Phelan 


describes how the mental and moral 
fiber of Arthur William Mansell, who 
enters Blcakmore hardly out of his 
teens, d i s i n t e g r a t e s during his 
"stretch." In a style that is descrip- 
tive and harsh, that at times seems 
like something out of "Ulysses," Phe- 
lan tries, and often succds, in impart- 
ing to the reader some of the convict's 
agony over his imprisonment. 


In all, Phelan provides a stirring, 


vivid picture o£ the Gethsemane of a 
lifer. In his revelations of the brutal 
tyranny of moronic warders, of the 
equally vicious domination of harden- 
ed inmates, of degenerate cliques, Phe- 
lan paints a picture of English prison 
conditions that one long remembers.

CAMDEN, Ark.-Guy Tucker Speers, 


35, of Tinsman, railroad hostler, Was 
killed instantly when Rock Island 
freight locomotive No. 1550 exploded 
in the railroad yards here Saturday. 


The locomotive was blown into three 


sections with the boiler landing 150 
feet south of the engine, and the cab 
about 75 feet to the north. Pieces of 
the locomotive landed in the Ouachita 
river, 200 yards away while other 
pieces were found in a furniture com* 
rany plant, a quarter-mile away.

on Procedure 


NEW YORK.— (£>)— Reorganization of 


the 13,000-mile Missouri Pacific rail- 
road system, in trusteeship since 1933, 
moved a step closer over the week-end 
for readjusting the carrier's capital 
structure would be filed with the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission Mon- 
day. Filing of plans follows inability 
of debtors and creditors to agree on 
'important particulars." 


The one plan, put forth by the deb'tor 


companies, would give present bond- 
holders financial control of the road, 
but would keep operating control in 
the hands of present stockholders. 


The other, drawn by the so-called 


Stedman Committee for Missouri Pa- 
cific first and refunding five per cent 
bonds, would "squeeze out" present 
common and preferred stockholders. 


It was indicated, however, that if all 


other classes of security holders fav- 
ored the debtors' plan, the Stedman 
group would abandon its proposal to 
eliminate present common and pre- 
ferred holders, and back the debtors' 
proposal permitting present stock- 
holders to subscribe to common stock 
of a new company at $25 per share for 
the first seven years, and $30 for 
the next eight years. This contrasts 
with a proposal 'under a first plan 
of the Stedman group to permit hold- 
ers to subscribe to stock of the reor- 
ganized company at $62,50 a share.

Hitler Book Leaves 


Vienna Entirely Cold 


VIENNA.— (IP) — Relchsfuehrer Hit- 


ler's book, "Mein Kampf," put on open 
sale here for the first time since the 
Nazi party was declared illegal, isn't 
having the success in Austria that peo- 
ple hoped, or feared, it would. 


For one thing, the Germans expected 


that a cheap edition, which even the 
poorest could buy, would be permitted. 
It wasn't. Again, no advertising is al- 
lowed in its behalf. 


The Linzer Volksblatl declared that 


"Mein Kampf" would not be the dang- 
erous propaganda Austrian officials for 
four years feared it would be. The 
newspaper 
said people could now 


realize the book had been written so 
long ago that much of it didn't apply 
now, and that they could find plenty 
of things in it that were not true. 


Two Jewish booksellers told The 


Associated Press they were stocking 
the book. One regarded it as stock in 
trade. The other feared that if he did 
not carry it Nazis might break his show 
windows.

It was the U.- S. Govern- 
ment Printing Office which sold the 
10,000,000 copies.

Reccrd," and "Infant Care" were the 
best sellers. 


Few people realize what a tremen- 


dous publishing business their gov- 
ernment is running down here. Yet 
much less than 100 years ago the gov- 
ernment's printing business was re-

Produce the Words, Too 


It would be hard to duplicate such 
printing and publishing establish- 


ment in this country, or in the world. 
The GOP also manufactures a great 
many of its own supplies, like printers' 
rollers and it produced in 1936 some 
360.249 pounds of ink, furnishing hun- 
dreds of thousands of pounds of ink, 
paste, glue, and similar supplies to 
other government departments. 


But the government's activities in 


the publishing field are not confined 
to "nechanical reproduction of words. 
It is now producing the words, too. By 
September 1, at least 5,000,000 words, 
the product of the Federal Writers' 
Project, were on their way to publica- 
tion in about 30 volumes. 


Within three months there will be 


50 volumes, and when the whole pro- 
ject is carried through there will have 
been printed more than 250 books con- 
taining 20 million federally produced 
words. 


If all of them are on a par with 


"Washington: City and Capital," the 
guidebook to the federal city already 
issued, they will be of a very high 
standard indeed. This has already sold 
out a first edition of 8000 copies. Ask 
any publisher how many books he.
